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REMARKS 

Favorable consideration and allowance are respectfully requested for 
claims 1-12 in view of the following remarks. 
Status of the Application 

In the Office Action dated May 28, 2004, claims 6-12 were allowed. Claims 
1-5 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, t 2 as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter of the invention. 
Claims 1 and 3 have been amended. In particular, claim 3 has been amended to 
indicate that the distance between the base and cover is half or less than half of 
the effective wave length of the high-frequency oscillator; support for this 
amendment may be found, for example, at page 7, lines 12-27 of the specification. 
Rejection under 35 U.S.C. S 112. f 2 

Claim 1 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, ^ 2 as the Examiner asserted 

that it was "unclear as to the meaning of the word 'therebetween."' In response, 

Applicants assert that the phrase in claim 1 "with a space therebetween" means 

that there is a space (i.e., some distance) between the cover and the dielectric 

resonator or between the cover and the high-frequency oscillator. However, in 

order to make the claim more clear, this phrase has been deleted from the claim. 

Therefore, Applicants respectfully request that the rejection of claim 1 be 

withdrawn. As claims 2-5 depend, either directly or indirectly from claim 1, 

Applicants further request that the rejection of claims 2-5 be withdrawn.
